The fall of a French ministry is not so un- 
that it should startle the world. 
Min­ 
istries in France come and go without affecting 
international policies greatly. 
Usually, a min­ 
istry in France falls as a renult of disagreement 
in some domestic policy. 
And often the leader 
who is dropjfed is taken on into the new cabinet 
when another is called to carry on the govern­ 
ment. 
M. Daladier's ministry fell because it pro­ 
posed to balance the budget by levying new 
taxes. 
Anything that the French citizen dis­ 
likes is to pay taxes. 
The war was fought 
largely on borrowed money. 
And when some­ 
thing had to la* done about the obligations 
incurred during the war, the gold value of the 
franc, in lieu of taxes, 
was reduced from 
approximately 20 cents to somewhat less than 
four cents. 
The credit of France is threatened once more. 
7'he natural way lo protect that credit is new 
taxes. 
But the French people will have none 
of it. 
So their representatives throw out the 
ministry. 
In England, and with us berg in the 
United States, we growl alxrnt added taxation, 
but we stand for it because we know no other 
way to conserve the national credit. 
Another makeshift will have to be resorted 
to in France. 
It will not be surprising if we 
learn some day that France has gone off the 
gold standard. 
The Frenchman will have to 
take the pill in some form. 
The new ministry 
will probably sugarcoat it, and he will take it 
with aliout the same effect upon his purse as 
would have been involved in taking the one 
prescribed before. 
Yet, with all the fall of ministries, France 
has become a stable democracy. 
N’o country in 
the world is less threatened with fascism or 
communism. 
In former days, a military coup 
was the great danger. But not since the late 80s, 
when General Boulanger threatened a revolt, 
has France been threatened by a military coup. 
That threat was so effectually met by the peo­ 
ple as a whole, that none has since dared to 
move in that direction. So they overthrow min­ 
istries tot!ay.
